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*  student  names  have 
been  changed  to  protect 
their  identity 

For  some  students,  it  no 
longer  takes  going  on  dates 
to  get  in  bed  with  someone. 

According  to  a  report 
from  The  Institute  for 
American  Values,  three- 
fourths  of  those  in 
the  study  agree  on  the 
following  definition  —  the 
hook-up:  When  a  girl  and 
a  guy  get  together  for  a 
physical  encounter  and 
don’t  necessarily  expect 
anything  further.  A  physical 


encounter  can  be  anything 
from  kissing  to  intercourse. 

The  same  report  also 
states  that  hook  ups  almost 
always  happen  when  the 
two  parties  have  been 
drinking  or  are  drunk. 

At  Georgia  College,  not 
much  is  different. 

According  to  a  survey 
conducted  by  The 
Colonnade,  most  Georgia 
College  students  consider 
a  ‘hookup’  something  that 
normally  happens  after 
downtown.  Most  GC 
students  also  agree  that 
usually  after  hookups, 
the  people  involved  don’t 
speak. 

“So,  I  met  a  guy  at 
capital,”  Morgan  Johnson, 
GC  student  said.  “We 


started  dancing  and  making 
out.  Then,  we  went  back  to 
his  place,  and  we  hooked 
up.  I  ended  up  getting  really 
mad  at  him  because  he  was 
pressuring  me  into  stuff  that 
I  didn’t  want  to  do.  I  was 
also  really  drunk.  I  ended 
up  getting  a  taxi  from  his 
house  and  never  talked 
to  him  again.  However,  I 
get  the  joy  of  seeing  him 
around  campus  all  the 
time.” 

Pressure  and 
uncomfortable  situations 
often  surround  this  ‘hookup 
culture’.  Because  there 
is  alcohol  involved  and 
insurmountable  pressure, 
sometimes  things  happen 
that  the  people  involved 
regret. 


“One  time,  I  left 
downtown  with  this  guy,” 
Marci  Hughes,  GC  student 
said.  “We  went  back  to 
his  place,  and  we  started 
making  out,  and  one  thing 
led  to  another.  When  I  woke 
up  to  him  the  next  morning, 
I  immediately  regretted 
hooking  up  with  him.  I 
had  never  had  sex  before, 
and  now,  my  first  time  is 
ruined.” 

After  hookups,  the 
people  involved  normally 
go  back  to  their  apartments 
or  homes  and  regroup 
to  take  on  the  day. 
Surprisingly,  hookups  with 
randos  aren’t  talked  about 
a  lot. 

“I  hooked  up  with  a  guy 
last  night,  actually,”  Lynne 


Baker,  GC  student  said. 
“You’re  the  first  person 
I  told  about  it.  When 
my  friends  ask  me  what 
happened  last  night,  I  plan 
on  telling  them  that  nothing 
happened.” 

There  is  a  new  way 
to  figure  out  about  what 
happened  to  your  friends 
last  night.  Recently,  a  new 
phenomenon  has  occurred 
when  girls,  or  guys,  take 
a  shirt  from  their  hookup 
partner’s  house.  These 
“souvenir”  shirts  are  also 
known  as  shack  shirts. 

“I  took  this  awesome 
guy  to  formal,”  Lauren 
Burke,  GC  student  said. 
“He  was  a  great  date,  so 
obviously  I  got  him  a  shirt. 
Nothing  ever  happened 


between  us.  Then,  a  couple 
of  months  later,  we  ended 
up  meeting  downtown, 
and  I  went  home  with 
him.  I  obviously  wanted 
to  take  one  of  his  shirts, 
since  I  definitely  earned  it.

In  fact,  a 
recent  Huffington  Post 
article  revealed  that  69 
percent  of  young  people 
aged  18  to  24  “feel 
respect”  for  their  peers 
maintaining  their  virginity.

c:  What,  if  any,  are 
the  differences  between 
the  two?

I  feel  like 
BDSM  describes  a  relationship 
dynamic,  while  “kink”  can 
mean  just  about  anything. 


c:  Could  you  fill  us  in 
on  the  lingo  of  the  kink 
community,  if  there  is  any. 

vc:There  is  one  in 
Milledgeville  and  I  think  a 
few  in  Macon.  Outside  of 
that,  I  am  unsure  of  local 
BDSM  communities.  To 
describe  the  very  basics 
of  BDSM  vocabulary:  a 
Dominant  is  someone 
who  assumes  the  role  of 
“power”  or  “authority” 
in  the  relationship,  and 
a  submissive  is  someone 
who  typically  “receives” 
the  action  in  a  BDSM 
relationship.  However, 


both  are  on  equal  grounds  with 
each  other.  The  Dominant  can  only 
do  what  the  submissive  has  given 
them  permission  to  do.  Dominant  is 
also  typically  capitalized,  as  a  way 
to  show  honor  (similar  to  suffix 
“-san”  and  “-sama”  in  the  Japanese 
language).  A  switch  is  someone  who 
feels  comfortable  as  both  a  Dominant 
and  submissive. 


c:  What  is  the  best  part  about 
this  community? 

vc :  For  the  BDSM  as  a  whole,  one 
thing  I  love  is  how  much  emphasis 
there  is  on  consent  and  respect.  If 
someone  uses  BDSM  terms  just  to 
justify  abuse,  they  are  quickly  called 
out  on  it. 


c:  Has  this  community  done 
anything  to  help  you  or  others 
open  up  about  sexuality?  Has  that 
idea  of  openness  spread  into  the 
rest  of  your  life? 

vc:  BDSM  will  often  challenge 
you  with  your  personal  limits  (what 
you’re  okay  with,  versus  what 
you’re  not  okay  with,  versus  what 
you’re  willing  to  consider).  There’s 
many  social  media  groups  online 
dedicated  to  BDSM,  that  are  solely 
educational  and  will  often  challenge 
their  members  to  consider  many 
different  aspects  of  kink.  There’s 
many  things  that  people  would  have 
never  heard  of,  outside  of  the  BDSM 
community  (say  the  violet  wand,  a 
type  of  electrical  device),  or  have 
major  misconceptions  about  (like  the 
age  play  and  pet  play  community). 
I  have  always  been  a  pretty  open- 
minded,  so  I  was  ready  to  just  learn. 


c:Can  you  debunk  any 
misinterpretations  of  this 
community? 

vc:  I  could  honestly  spend  the 
entire  day  talking  to  you  about 
this.  However,  I  will  try  to  sum  it 
up  to  the  top  misconceptions  about 
the  BDSM  community.  Individuals 
involved  with  BDSM  do  not  always 
come  from  tragic  backgrounds  (and / 
or  abusive  relationships/families/ 
etc).  Everything  done  within  the 
BDSM  community  is  done  with 
consent,  the  submissive  (subs)  are 
not  supposed  to  be  fearful  of  their 
Dominants  (doms).  BDSM  is  not 
internalized  abuse  by  any  means. 
Pet  play  is  not  about  bestiality  and

age  play  is  not  about  pedophilia. 
The  Daddy-Dom  and  Mommy- 
Dom  individuals  are  not  promoting 
incest  either.  50  Shades  of  Grey  is 
nowhere  close  to  actual  BDSM,  and 
BDSM  is  not  inherently  sexual,  and/ 
or  pornographic  in  nature.  There’s 
many  individuals  who  are  sex 
repulsed  and/or  asexual  within  the 
BDSM  community. 


gets  so  far  into  their  scene  mentally, 
that  they  temporarily  dissociate  with 
the  world  around  themselves. 

c:  How  has  this  affected  your 
college  career,  if  it  has? 

vc:  I  have  gotten  into  the  adult 
industry  due  to  my  interest  in  BDSM. 
I  keep  my  adult  industry  persona  and 
myself  completely  separate. 


c:  For  people  interested,  how 
do  you  get  involved  with  the 
community? 

vc:  Joining  Facebook  groups  is 
one  of  the  best  things  someone  can 
do.  There’s  many  groups  you  can 
find  on  Facebook,  just  by  typing 
in  “BDSM  info”  in  the  Facebook 
search  box. 

c:  What  exactly  goes  down  in 
this  community? 

This  is  totally  individualistic. 
Everyone  has  a  slightly  different 
“flavor”  to  their  relationship,  what 
they  participate  in,  etc.  For  myself, 
I  participate  in  pet  play  and  thus,  I 
often  end  up  taking  on  the  persona 
of  an  animal.  For  someone  who  is 
into  age  play,  they  might  take  on  the 
persona  of  someone  who  is  much 
older/younger  than  their  “actual”  age. 
For  someone  into  some  of  the  riskier 
kinks  and  fetishes,  it  might  involve 
temporarily  cutting  off  airway  and/ 
or  blood  to  the  brain  (however  this 
is  extremely  controversial  within 
the  community).  A  Master/slave 
dynamic  might  have  the  slave  be 
a  “domestic”  slave,  meaning  their 
duties  typically  involve  “maid” 
type  duties  (clean  the  house,  put 
out  clothes  for  their  Master,  do  the 
laundry,  etc).  It’s  all  about  what 
everyone  feels  comfortable  with 
and  what  makes  them  feel  happy 
(whether  that  happiness  has  a  sexual 
source  or  otherwise). 

c:  Would  you  be  willing  to  share 
any  interesting  personal  stories  or 
experiences?  If  so,  please  describe 
them. 

I  was  one  time  acting  out  a  scene 
with  my  Owner  (my  Dominant) 
and  what  ended  up  happening 
was  he  stimulated  my  body  via 
pain  so  intensely  that  I  broke  out 
into  hysterical  laughter.  What  I 
experienced  is  something  known 
as  “sub  space”,  where  a  submissive 


c:  Do  you  think  this  is  something 
that  everyone  should  try,  or  is 
it  something  that  people  kind  of 
know  they  want  to  be  involved 
with? 

vc:  I  think  everyone  has  a  little  bit 
of  “inner  kink”  in  them.  I  think  even 
if  it’s  as  simple  as  blindfolding  your 
partner  or  doing  a  sexual  position 
that’s  not  missionary,  everyone 
has  some  kink  to  them.  I  know 
many  have  come  to  the  community, 
looking  to  fill  the  void  of  not  having 
a  parental  figure  in  their  life,  via  a 
Mommy  Dom  or  Daddy  Dom. 

c:  How  do  you  feel  about  the  650 
Shades  of  Grey’  popularity? 

vc:  I  really  don’t  like  it.  I  think 
the  only  good  thing  about  it  is  that 
it  makes  people  curious  about  it  and 
thus,  want  to  leam  more,  and  can  join 
groups  to  dispel  myths  and  find  out  if 
the  community  is  “really”  for  them 
or  not.  I  feel  like  there’s  a  spot  for 
everyone. 

c:  Is  the  culture  surrounding 
650  Shades  of  Grey’  accurate? 
Have  you  noticed  any  trends  or 
influxes  in  the  community  after 
the  movie/book  came  out? 

I  know  a  sex  toy  company  came 
out  with  a  “50  shades”  brand,  where 
every  toy  made  had  to  get  the  pre¬ 
approval  of  the  author  who  made  the 
story.

When  Georgia  College 
students  return  from 
summer  vacation,  the  first 
people  to  know  are  the 
men  and  women  at  the 
wastewater  treatment  plant. 

Amanda  Martin- Akins, 
Pretreatment  Coordinator 
for  Milledgeville ’s 
Wastewater  Treatment 
Plant,  explained  that 
residents  of  the  town 


continually  flush  and  drain 
non-biodegradable  items 
that  pile  up  at  the  plant. 
When  the  students  arrive  in 
August,  the  amount  of  non- 
biodegradable  items  found 
in  the  system  increases. 
The  two  items  that  show  up 
most  frequently:  condoms 
and  snack  wrappers. 

One  of  the  issues  that 
arise  from  this  is  the 
operators  at  the  plant  are 
required  more  often  to 
manually  clean  out  the  piles 
of  trash  that  are  caught  by 
bar  streams.  According  to 
Martin- Akins,  two  large 
dumpsters  are  filled  with 


trash  each  week. 

A  second  pressing  issue 
is  the  inability  of  the  old 
system  to  handle  the  excess 
amount  of  trash. 

“There’s  no  money 
to  fix  this  equipment,” 
Doreen  Sams,  professor 
of  marketing  and  founder 
of  Shades  of  Green,  said. 
“And  I  think  after  we  had 
that  major  water  main 
break,  it  should  become 
really  apparent  to  all  of  us 
that  anything  that’s  going 
to  affect  the  infrastructure 
at  this  point  is  going  to 
have  major  catastrophic 
problems.” 


While  restaurants  are 
required  by  law  to  properly 
dispose  of  their  trash  and 
grease  that  may  harden 
if  disposed  of  in  drains, 
residents  are  not  restricted 
by  any  laws.  So  in  an 
attempt  to  reach  out  to  the 
community  to  change  their 
behavior,  Martin-Akins 
asked  Sams  to  conduct 
research  on  the  best  way  to 
increase  awareness  of  the 
issue. 

A  definitive  way  of 
effectively  educating 
college  students,  the  worst 
contributors  to  the  issue, 
has  not  been  found  yet. 


However,  the  most  effective 
action  taken  so  far  was  last 
semester  when  the  theatre 
department  collaborated 
with  Sams’  annual  Shades 
of  Green  event  and  put 
into  production  Nevada 
McPherson’s  “Don’t  Flush 
It.” 

“It’s  a  teaching  play 
because  it  teaches  you  that 
everything  from  condoms 
to  chicken  grease...  are 
inappropriate  to  be  flushing 
down  the  toilet  and  putting 
down  the  sink,”  Karen 
Berman,  the  Theatre 
Department  chair,  said. 

Sams  and  her  students 


will  continue  to  do 
research  for  the  wastewater 
treatment  plant  but  she 
emphasized  that  in  general, 
a  conversation  needs  to  be 
had. 

“I  imagine  there’s 
probably  not  a  lot  of  parents 
having  conversations  with 
their  sons  about  what  to 
do  with  condoms,”  Sams 
said.  “Somebody  needs 
to  have  that  conversation 
because  it’s  causing  major 
problems.”

It’s  2016;  it’s  time  to 
wrap  it  up. 

Social  media  has  made 
it  easy  for  students  to  share 
everything.  Eating  habits, 
family  drama,  and  where 
people  like  to  go  have 
become  overshared  since 
the  advent  of  social  media 
and  smartphones. 

Oversharing  has 

become  the  norm  for 
college  students. 

According  to  the  Pew 
Internet  and  American 
Life  Project,  93  percent 
of  18-29  year  olds  are  on 
social  media. 

There  is  one  thing  that 
students  are  oversharing 
that  they  may  not  know 
that  they  are  sharing: 
sexually  transmitted 
diseases. 

According  to  the 
American  Sexual  Health 
Association,  one  in  four 
students  have  an  STD. 

So,  at  Georgia  College, 
that  would  mean  that 
roughly  1300  students 
have  an  STD.  With  the 
‘five  degrees  of  separation’ 
rule  at  GC,  you  more  than 
likely  know  someone  who 
either  has  or  had  a  STD. 

According  to  the  health 
services  director,  Alice 
Loper,  over  50  percent  of 
the  student  population  is 
sexually  active;  more  than 
likely,  the  person  sitting 
next  to  you  has  had  sex. 
When  there  is  sex,  there  is 
a  risk  for  getting  an  STD 
or  infection. 

During  the  month  of 
April,  GC  Health  Services 


conducts  free  STD  testing. 
According  to  GC  health 
educator,  Rachel  Pope,  a 
fair  amount  of  students 
come  in  to  get  tested  not 
only  during  the  month  of 
April,  but  all  year. 

“The  most  common 
thing  we  see  is  chlamydia,” 
Loper  said. 

According  to  CDC.gov, 
chlamydia  is  a  common 
STD  that  both  men  and 
women  can  get. 

“We’ve  had  about 
three  or  four  outbreaks  [of 
chlamydia],”  Peer  Health 
Educators  president, 
Sydney  Hooley  said.  “We 
define  that  as  more  than  16 
cases  a  month.” 

According  to  national 
survey  data,  GC  students 
have  reported  or  been 
treated  for  a  myriad  of 
health  issues,  but  the  2015 
STD  breakdown  goes:  1 
percent  chlamydia,  0.6 
percent  genital  herpes,  0.0 
percent  HPV,  gonorrhea, 
or  hepatitis  B  or  C,  and  0.0 
percent  HIV. 

Even  though  STDs 
are  well  known  and  an 
obvious  risk,  according  to 
Hooley,  almost  80  percent 
of  people  who  have  STDs 
don’t  show  symptoms. 

Because  symptoms 
aren’t  always  obvious, 
people  often  either  do 
not  get  tested  or  only  get 
tested  after  symptoms 
have  shown  up.  The 
lack  of  symptoms  makes 
STDs  even  easier  to  go 
unreported. 

“If  people  are  having 
unprotected  sex,”  Loper 
said,  “I  would  say  they 
need  to  be  tested  generally 
at  least  two  or  three  times 
a  year.”

LET’S  BE  BLUNT 

The  Colonnade  reached  out  to  a  trusted  Marijuana  enthusiast,  and  here's  what 
we  gathered  from  an  informative  meeting  with  him  after  his  visit  to  Colorado 


MUCH  TO  EXPECT  TO  PAY  FOR 
WEED  NEXT  TIME  YOU'RE  IN 


1  gram:  $15-$20. 

An  eighth  (3.5  grams):  $40-$50* 

A  quarter  (7  grams):  $75-$l  00  depending  on  potency  of  the  pot.  $1 00  is  steep, 
so,  if  you're  buying  that  much,  you  can  usually  talk  them  down  from  $1 00 

A  half  (14  grams):  $  1 50-$  175 

For  shitty  weed,  or  “mids,"  or  Reggie: 

$5  a  gram 
$25  a  quarter 
$50  a  half 
$100  an  ounce. 

But  don't  smoke  mids,  please.  The  only  reason  you  should  smoke  mids  is  if  there's  a 
drought  in  Colorado  when  you  visit,  or  you  are  extremely  broke.  If  you  find  you've 
spent  all  of  your  money  on  the  drive  to  Colorado,  just  throw  $5  in  for  a  good  blunt. 
^Sometimes  you'll  get  the  asshole  store  clerk  who  tries  charging  $55  or  $60, 
you  should  tell  them  to  screw  off.  Never  pay  $60  for  an  eighth. 

Getting  the  most  bud  for 
your  buck  in  Colorado 


Good  weed  is  pretty; 
different  colored 
hairs,  fluffy,  well 
manicured,  no  seeds 


Bad  weed  is  brown,  dark 
green,  compressed  and 
full  of  seeds  and  stems. 
You  should  always  be 
able  to  tell  the  difference 
by  the  look  and  smell. 


When  buying  weed  in 
Colorado,  there  are  a  few 
things  you  need  to  know  to 
not  be  taken  advantage  of. 

Wax,  crumble,  shatter, 
concentrated  marijuana 
(better  known  as  dabs) 
are  becoming  increasingly 
popular.  Users  can  use 
dab  rigs  (Google  this) 
or  vape  pens  to  use  the 
concentrated  marijuana. 
Students  will  probably  pay 
between  $40-$60  a  gram 
for  dabs.  Dabs  last  longer 
than  traditional  flower  bud, 
but  are  also  more  potent  and 
cost  more  money.  In  most 
college  towns  in  Colorado, 
like  Boulder,  (for  scale, 
think  about  a  town  with  a 
seventh  the  population  of 
Cobb  County),  you  can  find 
some  decent  wax.  For  the 
better  stuff  you’re  going  to 
pay  closer  to  $60.  Students 
primarily  get  their  dabs 
from  more  metropolitan 
areas,  and  with  the  right 
tools  and  knowledge, 
Colorado  residents  can 


make  it  themselves. 

For  flower  bud,  or 
traditional  pot,  I’ve  met  a 
few  older  locals  in  Colorado 
that  grow  it  themselves  on 
a  small  scale.  But  for  the 
most  part,  people  get  their 
bud  from  bigger  cities,  with 
the  small  exception  of  a  few 
residents  who  get  it  shipped 
in  from  other  states.  There 
was  also  a  community 
of  people  who  ordered 
marijuana  online  from  the 
now  defunct  silkroad.com. 

What  you  need  to  know 
if  you’re  buying  pot  from 
a  dispensary  in  Colorado: 

Find  a  cool  store  that 
you  can  trust. 

Don’t  bring  random 
people  to  the  store  without 
asking. 

A  friend  can  work  at  a 
marijuana  store,  but  don’t 
try  to  turn  a  store  worker 
into  a  friend.  If  he  or  she 
likes  you  enough  to  be  a 
friend,  they’ll  ask  you  to 
stay  and  smoke  when  they 
get  off  from  work. 


When  buying  bud,  don’t 
be  a  lingerer,  get  out  of  the 
store  after  you’ve  made 
your  purchase. 

Treat  your  store  with 
respect,  remember  to  say 
thanks,  ask  instead  of 
demanding,  don’t  call  the 
store  at  five  in  the  morning 
or  beat  their  door  down  if 
they  don’t  answer-  they 
have  regular  business  hours 
just  like  any  store. 

If  your  store  seems  a 
little  sketchy,  buy  a  $15 
scale  from  the  headshop  or 
gas  station  and  weigh  your 
bud  when  you  get  home  to 
verify  you  didn’t  get  ripped 
off. 

Try  to  buy  your  weed 
from  a  store  in  walking 
distance  and  during  the 
daytime.  Your  chances  of 
getting  mugged  and  having 
your  weed  and  or  money 
stolen  during  the  day  are 
slimmer  than  they  are  at 
night. 

Keeping  your  bud  in  an 
air  sealed  bag  or  a  mason 


jar  will  do  just  fine.  This 
dramatically  reduces  the 
odor  of  the  bud. 

Other  names  for  good 
bud:  loud,  gas,  dank,  exotic, 
also  referred  to  by  strain. 
Some  popular  strains  are 
kush  and  purp. 

A  lot  of  times  people 
will  tell  you,  “Dude, 
I’ve  got  some  dank-ass 
Strawberry-Snowstorm 
Train  Wreck  Hybrid- 
Afghani  Footdust-Kush.” 
Ignore  that  bullshit.  For  the 
most  part,  they  don’t  know 
that  shit.  They’re  just  trying 
to  impress  you.  Or,  they’re 
stupid  and  actually  believe 
that  from  whomever  sold 
it  to  them.  Granted,  some 
people  are  knowledgeable, 
and  if  they’re  getting  it  from 
a  good  friend  or  a  legal 
state,  they  might  actually 
know  the  strain.  The  longer 
you  stay  in  Colorado  and 
the  more  you’re  around 
marijuana,  you’ll  be  able 
to  catch  on  and  tell  who’s 
full  of  shit  and  who’s  not. 


High  culture 

An  anonymous  marijuana  scholar 
shows  you  the  customs  of  smoking 


Whoever  rolls  the 
doobie,  lights  the  doobie. 

If  you  borrow  a  lighter, 
don’t  pocket  it.  Seriously, 
don’t  be  that  person. 

Pass  the  doobie  to  your 
left. 

If  you’re  the  last  person 
to  smoke  the  bowl  or  bong 
and  you’ve  taken  the  last 
hit,  aka  it’s  cashed,  don’t 
hand  it  to  the  next  person. 
Just  tell  them  it’s  beat  or 
cashed. 

Don’t  pressure  people 
into  smoking  if  they  don’t 
want  to  smoke. 

Don’t  make  fun  of 
people  if  they  get  really 
high  or  don’t  want  to  smoke 
as  much  as  you,  the  high  is 
different  for  everyone. 

Use  visine  or  eye  drops, 
wash  your  hands,  brush 
your  teeth,  spray  some 
cologne/perfume  to  reduce 
your  chances  of  looking 
stoned. 

Save  your  roaches  and 
stems  to  make  edibles. 

Scrape  the  bottom  of 
your  grinder  for  keif  if  you 
run  out  of  bud. 

Or  if  you  are  real 
desperate,  scrape  your 
bowls  and  pipes  for  some 
resin  hits. 

When  smoking  a  blunt 
or  joint,  don’t  bogart  the 
damn  thing,  especially 
if  there’s  more  than  3-4 
people  smoking.  Hit  it  3 
times  or  so,  and  then  pass  it. 

Ash  the  doobie  before 
you  pass  the  doobie. 
Nobody  wants  to  be  handed 
a  blunt  with  a  2-inch  granny 


ash. 

Don’t  slobber  all  over 
the  doobie.  Don’t  make  out 
with  and  hand  it  to  the  next 
person  with  spit  dripping 
from  it. 

If  you’re  at  somebody 
else’s  place,  don’t  eat  all 
of  their  food.  The  munchies 
are  real,  but  bring  your  own 
snacks  or  order  some  food.

In  recent  years,  the  use 
of  Heroin  in  the  United 
States  has  skyrocketed, 
growing  an  estimated  63% 
as  reported  by  the  Center 
for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention  (CDC).  Heroin 
is  a  highly  addictive,  opioid 
painkiller  that  is  generally 
used  as  a  recreational  drug 
due  to  its  euphoric  effects 
on  users. 

Typically,  Heroin  has 
been  viewed  as  a  big  city 
drug  that  is  commonly  used 
in  large  northern  cities,  but 
according  to  Georgia  state 
officials,  the  drug  is  on 
the  rise  in  the  deep  south. 
Atlanta  has  become  a  hot 
spot  for  Heroin  users  and 
it  is  slowly  spreading  to 
other  places  in  the  state, 
including  our  very  own 
Milledgeville. 

Heroin  is  extremely 
popular  among  prescription 
drug  addicts  because  it  is 
a  cheaper  alternative  that 
has  similar  effects  but 
without  a  prescription.  It 
has  been  made  incredibly 
easy  to  purchase  and 
the  distribution  of  the 


dangerous  drug  has  grown 
tremendously  in  the  last 
few  years. 

On  average,  the  users  of 
this  dangerous  and  lethal 
drug  are  men  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  25  who 
make  less  than  $20,000  a 
year.  This  statistic  places 
college-aged  students 
right  in  the  mix  of  target 
consumers  and  with  the 
drug  spreading  to  the  south, 
Georgia  College  students 
need  to  be  aware  of  the 
dangers  of  this  drug. 

Heroin  overdose  is 
extremely  common  and 
was  responsible  for  more 
than  10,000  deaths  in  2015, 
according  to  the  National 
Institute  on  Drug  Abuse 
(NIDA).  Heroin  can  also 
cause  irreversible  damages 
to  the  heart,  liver,  kidneys 
and  brain. 

Heroin  affects  everyone 
in  a  community  in  one-way 
or  another.  Regardless  of 
whether  you  are  a  user  or 
you  know  someone  who  is 
a  user,  the  repercussions  are 
detrimental  to  mental  and 
physical  health  as  well  as 
interpersonal  relationships. 
It  is  imperative  to  recognize 
the  warning  signs  of  Heroin 
addiction  and  take  action  to 
prevent  it.

Gov.  Nathan  Deal  signed 
House  Bill  I  into  effect 
last  December,  legalizing 
the  possession  of  medical 
cannabis  oil  in  the  state  of 
Georgia.  This  is  just  a  tiny 
step  towards  the  peach 
state  getting  the  Colorado 
treatment,  sure,  but  Georgia 
College  students  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have 
a  more  forgiving,  forward- 
thinking  public  safety 
department. 

“We,  as  campus  police, 
have  the  option  to  just 
send  someone  to  student 


judicial,”  Georgia  College 
Public  Safety  Lt.  Gary 
Purvis  said.  “Which  we  do 
a  lot.” 

That  said,  students  aren’t 
exactly  granted  amnesty 
from  the  law. 

“If  they  have  a  felony 
amount  [more  than 
one  ounce],  that’s  not 
something  we’ll  just 
write  up  a  citation  or  send 
someone  to  student  judicial 
for,”  Lt.  Purvis  said.  “A  lot 
of  times  it  depends  on  the 
circumstances:  how  much 
[marijuana]  they  have,  their 
attitude,  if  they’re  being 
honest.  Every  officer  has 
their  own  discretion  on 
each  case.” 

The  state  of  Georgia 
was  named  the  third  least 


likely  state  in  the  country 
to  legalize  recreational

marijuana  in  a  24/7  Wall 
St.  article  this  past  January. 
The  article  reports  309 
marijuana-related  arrests 
in  Georgia  per  100,000 
residents  in  2012,  which  is 


far  higher  than  the  national 
average  of  239  arrests  per 
100,000  residents. 

Possession  of  more  than 
one  ounce  of  marijuana 
warrants  a  felony 
charge,  $5,000  fine,  and 
a  minimum  sentence  of 
one  year  of  incarceration. 
This  is  extremely  costly 
for  anyone,  particularly 
someone  just  starting  their 
adult  life.

Prescription  drugs  on 
Georgia  College’s  campus 
are  one  of  the  many  risky 
and  unhealthy  abuses 
plaguing  students,  causing 
serious  lasting  effects  to  the 
body,  the  mind  and  future 
careers. 

“According  to  what  we 
hear  from  students,  there  is 
widespread  abuse  of  certain 


prescription  drugs,”  Alice 
Loper,  Director  of  Health 
and  Wellness  Services, 
said.  “Especially  stimulant 
medications  like  Ritalin  and 
Adderall.” 

In  proportion  to  the 
Georgia  College’s  NCHA 
survey,  students’  intake  of 
medication  not  prescribed 
to  them  went  up.  In  2013 
students  used  12.7  percent 
of  prescription  drugs  not 
prescribed  to  them,  and 
that  number  went  up  to  16.0 


percent  in  2015. 

“It’s  usually  in  the  more 
Greek  life.  I’ve  been  to  a 
couple  of  parties  where 
people  were  dropping 
Oxycotton  in  a  shot  and  take 
the  shot,  because  it  kind  of 
keeps  you  in  the  middle,” 
said  Chris  Anonymous, 
senior  biology  major. 

Vicodin,  OxyContin, 
Loritabs,  Percodan, 
Roxicodone  and  Lorcet 
are  some  of  the  prescription 
drugs  being  abused  in 


Milledgeville  area.  These 
drugs  can  not  only  lead  to 
serious  issues  with  your 
mind  and  body,  but  can 
result  in  death  and  make  it 
more  difficult  for  college 
students  to  secure  a  stable 
position  after  graduation. 

“Dependency  is  one 
of  the  main  things  I  have 
seen.  People  do  get  hooked 
on  prescription  drugs, 
especially  painkillers.  It’s 
not  difficult  at  all  to  get 
prescription  drugs,”  said  Lt. 
Lumpkin  of  the  Baldwin 
County  Sheriff’s  Office. 
“It’s  bad  for  your  health  and 
it  can  have  lasting  physical 
and  mental  damage.  If 
you’re  a  college  student 
and  you  get  arrested  for 
this,  it  can  surely  hamper 
your  future.” 

There  have  been 
many  people  worldwide 
plagued  with  addiction 
to  prescription  drugs  and 
ultimately  meeting  death  in 
the  end  due  to  abusing  these 
drugs.  Celebrities  such  as 
Heath  Ledger  and  Marilyn 
Monroe  are  examples  that 
prove  nobody  is  immune 
to  the  damages  prescription 
drugs  can  cause. 

“I’ve  seen  people  pass 
out  from  three  or  four,”  said 


not  like  it’s 
physically  hurting  them. 
They  are  just  so  down  on 
painkillers  that  they  just 
start  drooling  and  you  can’t 
wake  them  up.” 

Antidepressants, 
erectile  dysfunction  drugs, 
painkillers,  sedatives  and 
stimulants  are  prescription 
drugs  Georgia  College 
students  have  taken  that 
were  not  prescribed  to  them 
by  a  physician.  It  is  never 


problem. 

“I  can  teach  you  not  to 
do  it,  I  can  tell  you  what

INGREDIENTS  COOKING  INSTRUCTIONS 


1/2  cup  butter,  melted 

1  1/2  cups  granulated  sugar 
1/2  teaspoon  vanilla  extract 

2  eggs 

3/4  cup  all-purpose  flour 
1/2  cup  unsweetened  cocoa 
powder 

1/4  teaspoon  salt 


1.  Preheat  your  oven  to  350  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  175  degrees  Celsius. 

2.  Melt  the  butter  and  lightly  grease  a  pan  of  your  liking  (Use  an  8x8  if  you  like  a  thicker  brownie). 

3.  In  a  large  bowl;  combine  the  flour,  cocoa  powder,  salt,  and  baking  soda. 

4.  In  another  large  bowl;  combine  the  sugar,  melted  butter,  and  vanilla  extract. 

5.  Once  combined  beat  in  the  eggs,  one  at  a  time,  mixing  well  after  each  until  thoroughly  blended. 

6.  Gradually  add  in  the  flour  mixture  to  the  egg/ sugar  mixture. 

7.  Toss  the  chocolate  chips  in  a  little  flour.  (The  flour  will  keep  them  from  sinking  to  the  bottom  of  the  pan). 

8.  Mix  the  chocolate  chips  into  the  batter. 

9.  Bake  for  20-25  minutes.  The  brownies  are  done  if  you  stick  a  toothpick  in  the  middle  and  it  comes  out  clean.

Georgia  College  isn’t 
rated  on  Princeton  Review’s 
Top  Party  Schools  list.  Even 
if  the  famous  reviewer 
dedicated  a  list  to  Division 
II  liberal  arts  universities, 
Georgia  College  would 
still  probably  miss  the 
list.  But  that’s  not  to  say 
that  Milledgeville  bores 
its  seasonal  students  on 
Thursday  nights. 

The  sheer  number  of 
students  who  flock 
downtown  bars  every 
Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  prove  Georgia 
College  likes  to  party.  The 
different  bars  have  their 
own  stigma  gifted  from 
the  students  who  are  regular 
abusers  of  the  liquor  supply. 

Buffington’s  likes  to 
entertain  theater  and  art 
kids  with  a  few  hipster 
journalists  mixed  in. 
Chops  and  Capital  win 
the  freshmen  bar  and  club 
award  each  year.  And  the 
more  sophisticated  wine 
lovers  love  Aubri  Lanes. 

Each  weekend  night, 
Downtown  hosts  a 
representative  microcosm 
of  Georgia  College.  From 
freshmen  with  fake  ID’s 
or  Bobcat  cards*,  to  seniors 
celebrating  their  last 
collegiate  exam,  Hancock 
and  Wayne  streets  transfer 
into  the  socialite  center  as 
the  by-day  restaurants  send 
their  cooks  home.

well.  Local  bands  entertain 
students  and  locals  on  the 
standard  Thursday  and 
Friday  nights.

But  whether  you  go  to 
party  or  have  a  drink  with 
friends,  the  party  culture 
of  Georgia  College  does 
not  come  without  the 
standard  collegiate  dangers.

Head  community 
advisor  of  Wells  Hall, 
Michael  Lerzo,  has  been 
policing  the  residence  halls 
for  two  years.

“And  a  lot  of 
times  for  these  freshmen 
who  have  never  drai 
before  they  have  no  idea 
what  their  limit  is,  and  they 
find  it  out  really  quickly. 
It’s  really  dangerous.” 

Thursdays  remain  the 
most  popular  nights  for 
parties,  along  with  Deep 
Roots  and  Homecoming 
weekends.  Many  CAs  are 
needed  during  pre-gaming 
hours  where  freshrm 
choose  what  many  think 
of  as  the  cheaper  and 
safer  option  for  underage 
drinking. 

Regardless  of  academic 
class  distinction  or  Greek 
life  affiliation,  Downtown 
Milledgeville  stays  the 
socialite  center  for  all 
students  of  Georgia 
College.

Georgia  College  is 
home  to  all  types  of  parties 
big  and  small.

Colonnade  examines  fake  IDs 

We  talked  to  some  bartenders  and  bouncers  in  the  area,  and  here's  what  they  said  about  the  dead  giveaways  on  your  fake  ID. 


1)  Out  of  state  ID  (especially  South  Carolina)  -  it  is  very  unlikely  that  there 
are  as  many  people  in  Milledgeville  from  states  other  than  Georgia,  with 
GCSU  being  such  a  small  school.  South  Carolina  is  probably  the  most 
common  fake,  and  nearly  every  ID  that  I  see  that  says  South  Carolina  is 
a  fake. 

2)  The  people  that  make  the  ID  will  go  overboard  with  the  holograms  on 
the  ID,  covering  it  in  a  holographic  pattern  that  says  something  along  the 
lines  of  “Valid  ID”.  There  are  two  main  faults  with  fakes  in  this  area,  one 
being  that  the  hologram  is  supposed  to  appear  and  disappear  with  the  amount 
of  light  and  the  angle  it  is  seen  from,  where  as  on  a  fake  the  hologram  is 
constantly  in  view  and  bright.  The  second  being  that  there  is  usually  one 
hologram  watermark  on  a  real  ID,  where  as  a  fake  will  have  many

Vodka.  Pickle  Juice.  Hot 
sauce. 

Milledgeville,  GA’s 
iconic  alcoholic  beverage 
might  not  be  as  elegant 
as  Louisville,  Kentucky’s 
Mint  Julep,  but  what  it 
lacks  in  class  it  makes  up 
for  in  dignity,  in  mystery 
and  in  heart. 

In  a  nearly  unanimous 
decision,  the  bartenders 
that  serve  Dead  Turtles 
Downtown  cite  them  to 
be  one  of  the  most  popular 
orders  at  the  bar  on  a  given 
night. 

“I’ve  fallen  in  love 
with  them,”  Adam  Barth, 
junior  marketing  major  and 
bartender  at  The  Brick  said. 
“Now,  when  I  get  here  it’s 
my  go  to  shot.” 

The  golden  ratio  of 
this  shot  is  what  gives 
it  the  unique  blend  of 
sweet,  esophagus-melting 
heartburn  and  satisfaction 
that  comes  with  taking  a 
Dead  Turtle  shot. 

Each  bar  has  a  different 
style  to  their  Dead  Turtle. 
Unsure  of  the  origin  of  the 
shot,  not  one  bar  can  claim 
being  the  mastermind 
behind  such  a  devious 
recipe. 

The  Brick,  who  has 
never  claimed  to  have 
created  the  shot,  uses  their 
Frank’s  X-Hot  wing  sauce 
to  give  the  shot  its  kick. 

“It  really  depends  on 
how  people  like  them,” 
Barth  said.  “Do  you  want 
them  to  be  spicy?  You’ll 


want  more  hot  sauce.  Just 
an  even  blend  makes  the 
best  shot.” 

Another  bar  that  serves 
Dead  Turtles,  Buffington’s, 
does  have  some  solid 
history  with  the  shot. 

“From  what  I  understand 
it  was  created  right  here  in 
Buffington’s,”  Buffington’s 
co-owner,  Mike  Hufstetler 
said. 

A  unique  part  of 
Buffington’s  Dead  Turtles 
is  that  their  version  of  the 
shot  is  made  with  a  special 
house-made  wing  sauce. 

A  bartender  that  has 
seen  his  fair  share  of 
Milledgeville  bars,  said  that 
the  shot  came  straight  out 
of  Amici. 

“The  first  place  I  ever 
heard  of  making  dead 
turtles  in  this  town  was 
Amici,”  John  Schultze, 
manager  at  Amici  said. 
“When  I  bartended  at 
Buffington’s  a  few  years 
ago  someone  came  in  and 
asked  for  a  dead  turtle,  I’m 
like  T  have  no  clue  what 
that  is.’” 

The  pickle  juice  at 
Amici  apparently  adds  an 
extra  level  of  flavor. 

“We  have  a  really  good 
pickle  juice,”  Schultze  said. 
“We  use  the  same  one  our 
dill  spears  come  in.  It’s 
always  cold.” 

If  anything  is  certain, 
it’s  that  Milledgeville  is 
home  to  possibly  one  of 
the  most  unique  shots  that 
a  bartender  could  concoct. 

“You  haven’t  been 
to  Milledgeville  unless 
you’ve  had  a  Dead  Turtle,” 
Hufstetler  said.  “You’ve  got 
to  be  careful  where  you 


get  your  turtles  though.  All 
turtles  are  not  made  equal. 
The  mixture  really  makes  a 
difference.” 

If  you  ever  end  up 
craving  a  Dead  Turtle  and 
you’re  not  in  Milledgeville, 
some  of  the  bartenders  have 


actually  taken  the  recipe 
from  state  to  state. 

“The  funny  thing 
is  I’ve  taken  it  up  to 
Chicago,”  Schultze  said. 
“I’ll  introduce  it  to  people 
and  I’ve  seen  it  outside  of 
this  town.”

Georgia  College  may  not 
be  the  first  university  that 
comes  to  mind  when  you 
think  of  a  “party  school” 
but  that  doesn’t  mean  that 
GC  students  don’t  know 
how  to  have  a  good  time. 

College  and  drinking 
go  hand-in-hand,  and  the 
students  at  GC  have  gotten 
it  down  to  a  science.  The 
weekends  in  Milly  mean  bar 
crawls  and  house  parties, 
where  students  relieve  the 
stresses  of  the  week  and 
come  together  to  have  a 
great  time;  and  at  the  center 
of  almost  every  memorable, 
or  not  so  memorable,  night 
is  alcohol. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that 
majority  of  college-aged 
students  have  some  kind 
of  love/hate  relationship 
with  alcohol,  but  what  is 
the  drink  of  choice  for  GC 
students?  Upon  further 
investigation  at  some  of  the 
more  popular  liquor  store 
locations,  Gil’s  Package 
Store  and  Beverage  Depot, 
“cheap”  seemed  to  be 
the  consensus  from  the 
storeowners  in  regards  to 
the  most  common  types  of 
alcohol  bought  by  college 
students.  It’s  not  that 


college  students  don’t  enjoy 
the  occasional  taste  of  “top- 
shelf  ’  liquor,  it’s  just  that 
most  of  the  time  they  can’t 
afford  such  a  luxury. 

Beer  seemed  to  be  the 
most  common  response 
from  the  owners  of  the  local 
liquor  stores  when  asked 
what  they  sell  the  most  of. 
Beer  has  become  almost  a 
dietary  staple  in  college  like 
milk  and  bread.  Bud  Light 
seemed  to  be  the  top  buy, 
with  PBR  and  Michelob 
also  ranking  high  on  the 
list. 

Vodka  came  in  as  a 
close  second,  with  Smirnoff 
being  the  number  one  name 
brand.  Flavored  vodkas 
have  become  increasingly 
popular,  as  they  are 
excellent  for  a  variety  of 
mixed  drinks  and  are  a 
tastier  alternative  to  the 
original  straight  vodka. 
Vodka,  along  with  Everclear 
are  also  popular  ingredients 
in  “hunch  punch,”  which  is 
a  popular  drink  at  college 
parties.

passed  down  for  a  while, 
so  it’s  cool  to  be  part  of  a 
tradition.” 

Keeping  with  the  tradition 
has  always  been  important 
to  the  staff  at  Dodo’s. 
Whether  it’s  the  chili  recipe 
for  the  famous  hot  dogs  or 
the  gold  matchbooks  with 
“Remember  Dodo’s,”  in 
black,  block  letters  printed 
on  the  front.  The  old  time 
feel  Dodo’s  creates  makes 
for  a  unique  experience. 

“You  aren’t  going  to 
find  a  place  that’s  been  the 
same  for  70  or  80  years 
downtown,”  Dillman  said. 
“People  come  in  and  tell  me 
all  their  stories.  That’s  one 
of  the  best  parts  about  it. 
People  come  in  and  tell  me 
how  they’ve  been  coming 
here  for  60  years  and  we’re 
famous  for  these  chili  dogs 
that  we’ve  been  making  and 
people  still  come  for  that.  It’s 
really  awesome  to  see  all 
these  people  and  they  can 
tell  me  how  it’s  changed  and 
how  it’s  stayed  the  same.” 

Dodo’s  was  originally  a 
theater,  and  as  soon  as  you 
walk  in  and  look  at  the  tiles 
lining  the  walkway,  you  are 
reminded  of  this.  Upstairs, 
there  was  a  bar  called  The 
Opera  House.  The  Opera 
House  was  filled  with  black 
and  white  photos,  now  lining 
the  walls  of  Dodo’s.  In  line 
with  these  huge  black  and 


white  photos  are  rusted 
beer  signs,  reminders  of 
Milledgeville’s  past,  and 
gifts  to  the  bar  owners. 
Every  single  decoration  has 
a  purpose  and  story  behind 
it.  So,  whether  it’s  the 
clinking  of  the  pool  balls, 
the  old  country  music  on 
the  jukebox,  or  the  sound  of 
patrons  exchanging  stories, 
Dodo’s  needs  to  be  on  your 
Georgia  College  bucket  list.
